content, and to inform yourself generally as 
to their condition. 


You are justified in assuring thorn that 


any causo of complaint "will bo fulry ox- 
amined by tho authorities here, and if 
wrongs exist they shall be remedied. 


I think I hardly need add that they must 


bo fully assured of tho determination on the 
part of tho government to enforco their 
peaceful conduct, and by all tho power It 
has at hand to prevent und punish acts oC 
lawlessness and any outrages upon our set- 
tlers.

circus' entry into town, you niny have 
abated your awo sufliciontly CO pity tho bo- 
dockud womon who, porcbed high on tho 
bedizened choriofr, with thoir facss anJ 
fluory cruelly glared by tlio noonday sun, 
wore snbjocts of much shameful comment 
and llttlo genuino ndmirfltiou.

Tvoro thirtv-tliroo oC tho foromost bollos of 
tho metropolis, maidens and young wives 
all reputable for social worth, voluntary 
exhibits in precisely such a cavalcade.

Coaching club, but the cause was so dis- 
tinctly artistic, so purely (esthetic, that it 
ought to bo construed as ovideuco of the ox- 
tromo state of culture among our peoplo of 
highest polish. Tho trip up through Cen- 
tral park, bad: 
down Fifth avenue and 


into Madison square, had been attended by 
satisfactory multitudes of impudently Blar- 
ing spectators. At several points tho ex- 
hibited belles and beaux had beeu delight/- 
fully tho subjects of insulting photogra- 
phers and sketches, and altogether tho 
afternoon bad been one of immeuso suc- 
cess. 
Nothing remained but to cliuib down

On no other course 


in America are tho scones which character- 
ize French nnd English horse-racing so 
nearly reproduced. Tho facilities for fashion 
to [-how itself to the common multitude, 
without mixing therein, are peculiar. Tho 
track is not a regular ellipse, for tho long 
side opposite the grand stand is so dooply iu- 
dontecl that tho horses, in going along that 
stretch, aro brought within fifty feet of tho 
spectators. An abrupt hill is the cause of 
this occeutricity in the circuit. And on the 
eminence stands tho club houso, accessible 
only to members, who thus aro placed right 
in 
front 
of 
the 
general assemblage. 


Some of them como in fifteen to twenty 
four-in-hand coaches, with the ladies in 
vory gay toilets, and each vehicle with 
a bugler loudly blowing. Tho drive from 
tho Murray Hill section of tho city is about 
eight miles, through Central park and pic- 
turosquo country roads, nnd many stage- 
loads of sightseers follow- tho circus-like 
coaches for the diversion of it; instead of 
taking tho quicker trains on tho railroad 
which has been extended to tho course. Tho 
top of a coach comfortably holds six per- 
sons, and tho division is usually equal as to 
sex. Thus oach roof holds conspicuously 
throe belles wiioso contumos, faces and man- 
ners are subjects for critical scrutiny by 
thousands. 


Out of thirty-two who wore rioted on this

briskly across the sodded lawn at tho foot of 
the hill, commanding tbo eyes ot the 12,000 
persons packed in the public stands and on 
tho quarter stretch. 
Nimble lackeys in liv- 


ory placed ladders, down which tho ladies 
climbed—a feat whoso grace or awkward, 
noss was not infrequently applauded or de- 
rided. Then the dandies and bollos scat- 
tered about tue hillside and verandas, mak- 
ing tho most showy of figurants and group--, 
und all the while palpably conscious that 
thoy woro exhibited.

SoatoD of Enjoyment.

In a beautiful beech grove two miles east 


of tho city there was tho other day a concert 
such as is hoard only onco in seventeen 
year.'. Tho air was tilled with a humming 
something like what would be made by 200 
or 803 large swarms of bees, except that tho 
pitch is a little lower and tho occasional ob- 
ligates or solos aro thoso o£ ba59 instru- 
ments. On looking into the trees the mu- 
sicians are easily discernible,. Thoy aro the 
Vtivontoon-3'ear locusts," thousands ol which 
are soon on a single limb of the troos, while 
others circle clumsily about in tho air, 
Undor foot and on tho trunk of every tree, 
on nearly every loaf and blade of grass, 
are tha discarded overcoats of those small 
musicians, whoso song ia always an address 
to thoir lady-lovos—for thoy are rare lovers, 
these clumsy follows. 


NOT LOCUSTS. 


There seems to bo no reason for calling 


those insects loousts any more than there 
would be for calling a bat a bird.. Thoy bo- 
long to tho family of cicadas, commonly 
called' harvest-flies. 
In particular, this 


species is called tho cicada soptom docim, or 
soventeon-yoar cicada. 
They havo broad, 


short bodies, broad hoads, largo red eyes on 
each side of tho head, and three eyelets on 
tho crown. Their wings and wing-covers 
aro transparent and veined; their bodies aro 
brown; their logs reddish-brown and rather 
inadequate for thoir bodies, with no power 
of springing Ilka grasshoppers. T!io male is 
tho musician; ho has a pair oC kettle-drums, 
ono on oach side of the body behiud tho 
thorax and just back of tho wi'.ig*. In tho 
cavity inside of. tho drum aro cords fastened 
to tho inside of tho plaited parchment. By 
contracting 
and 
relaxing thoso muscles 


tho drumheads aro made to omit the sound. 
The intensity of tho sound is increased by 
tho cavities within the body. 


LAV1SG THE EGGS. 


Tho only damafro by this vnrinty nfMr It 


roaches ltd perfect stato is tho damago done 
by the female in laying her oggs. This is an 
interesting process. Tho female has a con- 
ical body, uudor which sho hof a longitud- 
inal channel for tho recoptlon of an inslru- 
ment with which sho pierces tho limbs of 
troes. This piercer consists of throe parts, 
tho Inuor one fitting into the grooves of the 
outer two. 
Tho outer parts are provided 


with saw-like teeth; tho central part is 
spear-pointed, and is used as a boring instru- 
ment Tho female selects a small twig, 
clasps it ou both sides..with her logs, nnd then 
sots her saws and auger to work, thrusting 
thorn obliquely into tho bark and wood in 
tho direction of tho fiber. Tho action ot-the 
saws leaves u fibrous cover for tho oggs. 
Tho eggs are conveyed into the nest through 
the piercer, and aro deposited in pairs, the 
woody fiber serving to keep thorn separate. 
Tbo Hosts contains fifteen or. twenty oggs 
cai'h. Then tho insect moves on and makes 
another nast, and continues to do so until 
sho has stocked tto limb, when sho goos to 
another. 
Sho lays 400 or 500 oggs, taking 


about fifteen minutes to a nest. After n 
whilo she gets tired, trios to fly, falls to tho 
ground, and dies, 


Tho little limb bos probably boon killed by 


tho cutting it has received, and a good wind 
will throw it to tho ground, whero tho youn^ 
hatch out In a month or so. If tho limb docs 
not fall, tho young grubs, which aro lively, 
though only about as big ai an ant, aro lo:l 
by instinct to throw themselves oft the limb 
to the ground, trusting to Wind luck to bring 
up safoly somowliaro, and often potting 
wrecked by their unreasoning confidence. 
When thoy touch tho earth thoy at onco 
bury themselves, and bogin to hunt around 
for the root of somouic»pritlo-of-tho-orchard 
peach or pear tree. 


SEVENTEEN-YEAR LUNCH. 


Finding this, thoy stick a long sucker into 


tho root and begin tboir sovontocn-yoar 
lunch. Their only moat and drink- is the 
juice of somo succulent plant. Sometime 
their brothers and sisters got around in such 
numbers that thoy year by year kill tho tron. 
Tho little creatures do not go vory dooply 
into tho earth. 


Thoy grow larger in tho course of timo, 


and gradually develop tho various members 
which they havo bad in embryo from the 
time of their hatching.

insect ascends, but It keeps the upper six or 
eight inches clear. In fine weather ho comos 
to the top of tho hole and poops out at the 
sun aud takes tho air. 
Ho koops this up for 


several Jays until ho becomes familiar with 
tho immediate surrouudingsL 
Then ho goes 


on a wider voyage of discovery, selecting 
tho night for his adventure. His ambition 
is to keep on getting higher, and if ho starts 
up a blade oC grass ho will go to the top o£ it 
and stay there. 
Often ho gets up on tho 


trunk of trees and )noro frequently into tho 
limbs. 


A NOBLE MISSION. 


When ho gets tired ho stops to rest, and 


then becomes conscious that ho is a nobler 
bird than ho know anything about. 
He 


finds that ho has a higher nature, which ho 
cannot develop till ho has gotton rid of his 
incumbering case. Ho bogins to wiggle, 
and presently tho skin crucks over his bead 
and tho forward part of hii back. 
Then ho 


squirms, aud pulls, and pushos, and draws 
liim=oll! painfully and slowly through tho 
split in his skin. Finally ho gota out and 
loaves tho old hulk still clinging to what- 
ever ho had attached himself Co before he 
began to got too big for his breochos. This 
cas:-ofr skin, or shell, is a very poi'foct bu^ 
in appearance. Each detail of tho anatomy 
is porfoot ia appearance, and ono not famil- 
iar with tho in&oot would bo deceived into 
thinking tho empty shall a genuine bug.

a littlfl whilo the moisture dries oil', the 
wings become strong and hard, and tho in- 
fect has attained his fullest powers.

But it is hard for people to 
realize that so common and simple an 
affpction is the precursor ot so terrible a 
malady as cboler8,"and so, through iguor 
ance or recklessness, they tneglect treat- 
ment and will often apologize to thei 
physician for troubling him to call when 
they are actually on tho verge of collapse.
